A few officisls by fair treatment have 
succeede? in securing the confidence of 
theae simple savages, and in tach casos oll, 
goes well until, according to the Chinese 
custom, a change of officers'ia made, -then 
trouble commences, ad nnleas the savages 
are approached with fair and just terms the 
camphor trade Iras to be given up entirely 
hin that district, 

I will cite two cases as an example of the 
many more or Jess similar which oécur in

In one district resided a Bu-kun-kiok 
who by fair and just treatment, had sauce 
ceeded in winning the friendship of the 
savages who christened him grand-fathor, 
and in consequence no head-hunting had 
been indulged in.
